AIR POISONS,

the development of disease germs 


which the garrison of the sanitary in- 
trenchment is trying to avoid. The

the barracks of the citadel. And those 
ambuscades of an invisible foe become 
unsuspected dispensaries of lung dis- 
eases. Epidemic catarrhs spread from 
tenements to schoolhouses, from 
crowded street cars to auction ron 
and lecture halls. 

They lurk iu the atmosphere of in- 
ventilated passenger depots, in ferry- 
heats and hotels, and during the sea- 
fon of closed windows (natled down, 
in many street cars) it is the safest 
Plan to avold crowds—indoor crowds, 
at least—as far as circumstances will 
permit. A friend of mine who used 
te Invest a large percentage of his 
ant savings In cough medicines now 
finds that he can dodge catdrrh by the 
simpic precaution of taking his street 
ear rides on the rear platform. 

The open arcades of metropolitan 
rallway depots are preferable to stuf-. 
fy walting- rooms. and from November 
to May health-seekers should = limit 
their visits to public libraries and bar- 
gain shops to a minimum, nay, avail 
themeelves of every chance for transi- 
tion by mall. A few dimes of postage 
expended in that matter may save do!- 
lars of sickroom expenses. 
FUEL PROBLEMS. 

The recent coal famine proved a 
blessing in disguise by stimulating ex- 
periments with numderless substi- 
tutes—wood, compressei sawdust, tar 
and peat, electricity and what not— 
with decidedly sanitary benefits, in 
some cases, but with strangely equiv- 
ocal results in the case of coal oil 
contrivances. “Cheaper than coal and

INDOOR EXERCISE. 

In the course of the last fifty years 
pathologists have constructed several 
hundred gymnastic contrivances, in- 
tended to, rem thé lack of exercise 
at the time of year when outings be- 
come impracticable. 

I do not say unseasonable.“ Out- 
door sports In winter would often rem- 
edy disorders that have defied all sum- 
mer recipes. But cities have outgrown 
their sanitary limits for millions of 
their inhabitants; their boundaries 
cannot be reached during the brief 
intervals of unavoidable routine work. 


Indoor exercise thus becomes Hobson's 


choice. and we have apparatus cal- 
culated to exercise every muscle of the 
human organism. The risk of frac- 
tures-—even of strains and overfatigue— 
has in many cases been ingeniously 
obviated. Explicit manuals tell the 
health seeker how to begin and where 
to ston. 

The great trouble with that plan Is 
that a plurality of experimenters stop 
too soon. They may follow directions 
for a week or two, but their interest 
flags: “treadmill work,” as a discour- 
aged contemporary calls it, becomes 
tedious to the verge of injpossibility. 

The health seeker considers that, 
after all, he is not tied by a pledge. 
He has paid for his apparatus. He 
has not taken it on trial. But he has 
bought it with a purpose that seems 
more and more evidently unattainable 
by these means. Whatever his sani- 
tary troubles, he has come to find them 
preferable to this special remedy.

The key to the puzzle of such con-

occupants of a small room often no- 
tice that a good-sized lamp suffices 
to moderate the chill of the night air 
in @ more or less pleasant manner. 
The room becomes warm—by no means 
overwarm, if the evidence of the ther- 
mometer can be trusted, but the ther- 
mal improvment is offset by a queer 
feeling of pulmonary discomfort, com- 
plicated at last with nausea and dull 
headache. A coal oll heater or “cook- 
ing lamp will cause a similar distress, 
even if the conductor of the exnveri- 
ment can k t from smoking. What 
can be wro vith it? 

The fact is that «a lamp. made to 
act as a stove, should also be ac- 
commodated with a siove flue. In oth- 
er words, calorific oll should be burned 
under cover, like other fuel, and given 
a chance to discharge its fumes 
through the chimney. When those 
fumes are permitted to accumulate 
upon the atrnosphere of a sitting-room 
they gradually disqualify it for pur- 
poses of respiration, and will cause 
symptoms of discamfort that defy a!! 
remedies except an Open window. It 
is the same with other fuels. Char- 
coal burned in a stove, beats even 
beech wood on a cold morning. H 
burned in an open pan. a beech wood 
Coffin could not excel it as a prelimi- 
nary of an early funeral. 

Where oil is much cheaper than oth- 
er fuel, it can be burned in a common 
coal stove, on half a dozen different 
plant: By means of asbestos kindlers, 
in mixtures of absorbent earth and 
fawduet. or even through the medium 
of porous bricks, left to soak in a 
kerorene tank all night. and given a 
chance to demonstrate their fire-proof 
qualities. the next morning. til their 
blaze finally dies away in a blue ficker. 

WINTER NIGHT COMFORTS. 
The boom of the cord-wood market 
has reopened hundreds of long-closed 
fireplaces, and made as many homes 
more homelike. Insurance companies 
do not encourage open hearths, but 
it cannot be denied that they afford 
comfort-seekers of all sorts, from a 
chatting granny to a chirping cricket. 

Combined with floor-camping privi- 
les, they ao help to keep truants 
home. In a lecture on “The Home 
Kids to Temperance” a champion of

A box full of pets weuld often suf- 
fice to turn the scales against gadding 
inducements, and the problem has 
often a wider significance. Intemper- 
ance itself hardly implies more serious 
perils than the unspeakable dearth of 
pastimes that peoples our country with 
vagrants and pessimists. And not of 
the male adult class only.

HEALTH, HOBBIES. 

Amateur wood choppers and garden- 
ers don't. They somehow can tackle 
their task with a will every morning 
and even come to enjoy it asa pastime.

Gladstone in his Hawérden 
woodshed exercised only a Mmited 
number of muscles. Bernadotte in the 
garden of Cariberg used only ditching 
tools. But they never got tired of their 
hobby exercise. I do not say that their 
predilection was a wise one from the 
standpoint of a movement-cure doctor. 
I only record their persistence and Its 
frequent possibility as physiological 
facts. Brimstone Springs may get a 
chemist to attest its claims to the 
rank of a first-class health resert, but 
people who can swallow on'v an in- 
complete dose of sulphur must do the 
best they can and try to purify their 
blood with common spring water. An 
amateur carpenter shop, moreover, 
can be made to rival a gymnasium in 
its movement varieties. And utl'itarian- 
ism must. after all, have pretty deep 
roots in thé moral constitution of «of 
species, for all experimenters vi agree 
that the construction of shelves, boxes 
and other household utensils can be 
kept up about ten times os long as 
the mere sawing of wood against time. 
Chopping away at a Berlin patented 
sham log that splits and closes by turns 
would probably foreclose the patience 
of a Maine lumberman in half an hour. 
but bona fide ax work can be continued 
all forenoon, and an open woodpile 
would give the health seeker a chance 
of success under the ausbices of the 
“three hygienic giants united:” Fer- 
cise, fresh air and frost.

ing the lower air strata, but whatever 
the physiological explanation, the ef- 
fect cannot be doubted. Asthma pa- 
tients, too, have a good friend in Jack 
Frost. Their disorder, in its most char- 
acteristic forms is a result of debility; 
and cold weather, by stimulating e 
appetite and bracing the nervous sys- 
tem, gives even an invalid a chance 
to accumulate a surplus of vital vigor.

Senator “Billy” Mason of Iilinols, 
noted in the upper house of the na- 
tional Legislature as a jammer of hot 
air, will be succeeded in a few days 
by Congressman Albert J. Hopkins of 
Aurora. III., now serving the constit- 
uency of the Eighth Illinois District. 
This is authenticated by Robert 
Bruce Scott, law partner of Congress- 
man Hopkins, who is now a guest at 
the Angelus Hotel in this city. Mr. 
Scott, who has been identified with the 
Illinois Congressman for the past Six 
years in the practice of law in Aurora, 
made this stafement yesterday: 

“Mr. Hopkins will be the next junior 
United States Senator from Illinois. 
I am assured of this, and ni is ex- 
pected that the selection will be made 
within the next four days. It Is all 
the more gratifying to Mr. Hopkins, by 
reason of the fact that it comes wholly 
unsolicited. Mr. Hopkins has the in- 
dorsement of the State Republican 
Cenvention, and has the assurance of 
a majority of both houses of the Iili- 
nois Legislature that he will be the 
choice to succeed Mr. Mason of Chi- 
cago.” 

Congressman Hopkins, who is an ac- 
tive member of the Ways and Means 
Committee, has served his country as 
Congressman for the past eighteen 
years, having been continuously re- 
turned by his constituency since the 
Forty-ninth session. He was an inti- 
mate friend of the late President Mc- 
Kinley, and has rendered distinguished 
service as a member of the various 
Congressional committees with which 
he has been identified. He is a native 
of Illinois, and was a Presidential elec- 
tor on the Blaine and Logan ticket in 
1 Upon the occasion of his laat re- 
election to Congress he defeated his 
Democratic competitor by nearly 20,000 
votes, or more than two-thirds of the 
electors of his District. Six years 
ago he was defeated before the IM. 
mois State Republican Convention for 
the gubernatorial nomination. Mr. 
Hopkins is 56 years oid. 

William Ernest Mason, who will be 
succeeded by Mr. Hopkins, has been 
a member of the upper branch of the 
national Legislature since January. 
1897, when he was elected by a strict 
party vote, defeating ex-Gov. John P. 
Altgeld, the Democratic aspirant. He 
is 62 years old. His term will exptre 
March 3, next. 

Mr. Scott, who is authority for the 
announcement that Congressman Hop- 
kine will succeed Mason, is en route 
home after accompanying his father 
to Arizona. He wil! remain in Los 
Angeles and vicinity for several days.

This was the ‘hird of four 
sermons on “Companions of Paul.” 
The last one is to be on “Priscilla the 
Wife.” It will be given at the even- 
ing service January 2%. Of Demas the 
pastor spoke in part as follows: 

“This young man is of a type com- 
mon today. We have four important 
points in judging his character. His 
conversion, his zeal, his growing love 
of what Paul called ‘this present wo: id 
and his apostasy. The general reason 
for his desertion is expressed in the 
text II Tim. iv, 10, ‘For Demas forook 
me, havink loved this present world.’ 
The apostie was very definite when he 
used that term, ‘present world.’ From 
his letters we learn what he meant. 
It stood for lower personal purity, 
wrong use of reason and of money 
and a defective estimate of self. De- 
mas preferred the world because he 
wanted to get away from Jesus’ stand- 
ard of personal purity. The conven- 
tional standard is this: Be as holy 
as will make you appear well and will 
escape discovery. Jesus commanded: 
Be holy as your Father is holy. 

The only way to be satisfied with 
the lower ideal is to desert Jesus. That 
is why Paul wrote the Romans not to 
be conformed to this world. Many a 
young Demas finds excuse to disobey 
u hard duty by disputing about the 
theortes of religion which he cannot 
understand. The apostle is sarcastic 
about the disputer of this world be- 
cause he makes a wrong use of rea- 
son. Man is not made for reason, but 
reason is made to help man live the 
maniy life. A wrong exaltation of 
money causes many a modern Demas 
to desert his Lord. If you were mak- 
ing less money would vou be less Ii- 


able to become a deserter? You can- 
not make God and Mammon both first. 


In the same way Paul knew that the 
world’s approval of egotism leads men 


to desert Christ. No man wants to 
become a deserter. To escape—what 
must Demas do? Put himself tn the 
way of Christian inspiration. Take 
time to fellowship with the disciples 
of Christ. In the church service and 
privately come in contact with lofty 
souls. Walk in the way to Emmaus. 
Though your eyes be holden you wiil 
surely meet the Christ and vour hearts 
will burn anew within. Demas the 
Deserter will become as of ode 
mas the Fellow-Worker.”

Davy Crockett’s Rifle. 


One of the most interesting relics on 
exhibition in the office of Secretary of 
State Crockett is the rife which was 
presented by admiring. friends to his 
great grandfather, the immortal Davy 
Crockett, hero of the Alamo and au- 
thor of the equally immortal phrase, 
“Pe sure you are right and then ego 
ahead.” This gun was carried by the 
grandson of the first owner, the late 
Gen. “Bob” Crockett, who brought 
down much game with it, but now it 
has been retired with honor and full 
pay io pass the remainder of its days, 
or centuries, as a relic of one of the 
greatest characters this country has 
ever produced. It is a formidable- 
looking weapon, originally of the Hint 
lock type, with a 40-caliber bore. The 
barrel was originally forty-six inches 


n, 


long, but some of it has been cut off 
and it is now only forty and one-half 
inches. It was presented to David 


Crockett soon after his second elec- 


ition to Congress in 1829, by some of his 


ediniring young Whig friends of Phila- 
deiphia. it cost $250 and was made 
especially for him. The donors raised 
the money by contributing half a dol- 
lar ne to the fund. The stock is 
trimmé@d in sterling sliver, appropri- 
ately designed, with figures of the 
Goddess of Liberty, a raccoon, a deere 
head, and other figures. Along the 
upper pert of the barrel are the letters, 
set in the metal in gold, some of 
which has worn out: “Presented by 
the young men of Philadelphia to the 
Hon. David Crockett of Tennessee.” 
In similar letters near the muzzle are

— 
Interesting Models Seen in the Studie 


of the Latest Pieces to Attract At- 
tention. 


whose home and studio are at No. 
317 North Beaudry avenue, in this 
city, has lately produced several orig- 
mal creations for treatment in bronze, 
among them being the astrik- 
ing figure depicted here called 
“The Worker,“ which will be 
cast in bronze for a prominent resi- 
dent, and “Don't.” a pleasing study 
of a nude boy warding off tickling 


ands. “The Worker“ was originally 
intended by Mr. Stone to be a symbolic 
figure in the nude, but when the model 
was half completed it was done over 
again into the present strong study of 
the sturdy modern workman; a rep- 
resentation of labor that appeals to 
— as most original, because so sim- 
ple. 

The most interesting pieces contained 
in the sculptor’s studio are two clay 
models of the late United States Sen- 
ator, Stephen M. White, made as sug- 
gestions for the White memorial 
statue. The models are twenty inches 
in height, and represent two separate 
periods in the subject's life, one when 
he was in his prime, and the other as 
he appeared in his latter days. The 
one is full of composure, and bespeaks 
dignity and reserve power; the other 
stands in the tense attitude of speech 
conveying the impression of energy 
and alertness. The first figure is 
clothed in a long frock coat and holds 
a book in one hand; the other is rep- 
regented in a business suit... 

The plans for the bronze statue of 
Senator White cali for a figure be- 
tween seven and eight feet high, with 
a suitable pedestal. work on 
these models covered a period of about 
nine weeks. 

“Such a model,” said Mr. Stone yes- 
terday, “may be set up in a few days 
or a week or two; but after that it 
takes weeks—some months—for 
touching and altering before the ar- 
tist can feel even reasonably satisfied. 
These things grow, rather than are 
worked to a finish.” 

A number of the late Senator's 
friends have visited the studio on in- 
vitation to view the models, and have 
expressed themselves favorably on the 
striking likeness which they present.
